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Governor Tells 500 Students 
Here "There Is Christianity 
In Any Good Government" 


"Just as there is active Chris- 


tianity in our churches, so, too, is 
there active Christianity in any good 
government," Governor George M. 
Leader said Wednesday night in an 
address before 500 members of the 
Lutheran Student Association of 
America at 8 o'clock in Christ Chapel 
on the College campus. Subject of 
his address was "On A Great Battle- 
field." 


"It is my overwhelming belief that 


our system of government is but an 
extension of Christianity," Governor 
Leader continued. 


"The framers of our Declaration of 


Independence 
acknowledged 
this 


Christian inuence when they stated 
that "all men are created equal, 
that they are endowed by their 
Creator 
with 
certain 
inalienable 


Rights, that among these are Life, 
Liberty and the pursuit of Happi- 
ness. That to secure these rights, 
Governments are instituted among 
Men." 


Cites Religious Tradition 


"We in Pennsylvania nave a tradi- 


tion of religious interest which dates 
back to the establishment of William 
Perm's 'Holy Experiment.' And this 
same dedication to God and to 
Christian concepts is found in the 
Preamble to our Constitution, which 
states that 'We, the people of the 
Commonwealth 
of 
Pennsylvania, 


grateful to Almighty God for the 
blessings of civil and religious lib- 
erty, and humbly invoking His guid- 
ance, do ordain and establish this 
Constitution.* 


"With such a background of re- 


ligious influence, Christianity and 
our system of government can never 
be stranger. 


"Government Is a natural out- 


growth of our civilization. It is, if 
you will, a- laboratory specimen of 
sur culture. Place this specimen 
under a microscope and you will 
find the component parts of our 
•ociety. 


"As there Is Christianity In our 


people, so there is Christianity in 
the Government brought to life by 
our people. 


"Dedicated To People" 


"The present Administration in 


Harrisburg is dedicated to people — 
to human values. I believe that all 
men are brothers under one Father. 
I believe that governments are the 
servants of men , . „ I shall not 
rest until I am satisfied in my own 
conscience 'that Penmsylvania is 
doing all that is possible to help 
those who cannot help themselves — 
the unemployed, the underprivileged, 
the handicapped, and the mentally 
ill. 


"If OUT government is What it 


should be. its approach to the happi- 
ness of human beings will be the 
approach of dynamic Christianity. 


"Governments do not exist in a 


vacuum. It is no more possible for 
a government to end all human ills 
than it would be for a government 
to legislate universal human happi- 
ness. 


"Always, we must go back to the 


individual and his responsibility to 
his religion, his family, hi* com- 
munity, his Nation. 


"It is a truism to say that if all 


of us, as individuals, could be per- 
fect Christians that there would 
be no need for laws or for the 
many devices with which we enforce 
them,

year after year, in wild birds that 


do not ttiemselws develop sleep- 
Ing sickness. Mosquitoes transmit 
the virus from birds to men and 
animals, especially horses. Men 
do not catch the disease from 
horses, but an outbreak among 
horses is nevertheless a danger 
signal, since the same mosquitoes 
can carry the same virus from 
the same sources to humans.

coincided with the FBI's arrest in 
New York of John DioGuardi. 
alias Johnny Dio, a police char- 
acter who has for years operated 
on the racketeer fringe of the 
labor movement. 


"Paper Locals" 


Dio. 
arrested on charges of con- 


spiracy in the acid-blinding of La- 
bor columnist Victor Riesel, had 
succeeded for years in operating 
nonexistent or "paper locals" of 
various labor unions, New York 
police officials said. 


George Meany, AFL-CIO presi- 


dent, said he didn't know whether 
Dio's 
arrest 
meant he 
helped 


blind Riesel but declared that any- 
body responsible for the "dastard- 
ly deed" in the Riesel case should 
get "the full penalty of the law." 


Meany said he felt sure the new

fight for a fair minimum wage." 


"It is now clear that Gen. Eisen-

BEING GRAFTED 
ONTO HUMANS 


STORRS. Conn. UPl — Navy and 


New York University scientists 
are experimentally grafting skin 
from the embryos of calves onto 
human subjects in a quest for a 
new grafting treatment for burns, 
skin ulcers and other surface In- 
juries.

preliminary results 


among seven cases treated so far 
are promising—and some of them, 
at least, are "remarkably good."

PREDICTS WATER 
SHORTAGE IN PA, 
IN FIFTY YEARS 


HARRISBUKO (A —Rep. Breth 


(D-Clemrfield) said today Pennsyl- 
vania will face a water shortage 
"of magnitude" In 50 years unless 
conservation methods are utilized 
promptly. 


Breth, co-chairman of a legis- 


lative investigation committee on 
the state's surface and under- 
ground water supplies, said Penn- 
sylvania will double its 
water 


usage in 25 yean and added: 


"Then we -sU! have a problem 


of where to get sufficient water 
and in 50 years we will be up 
against a water shortage of mag- 
nitude." 


Breth said the committee, also 


headed by Sen. Van Sant (R-Le- 
high>, will meet next Tuesday to 
hear testimony from Dr. Maurice 
K. Goddard, secretary of forests 
and waters; Dr. Berwyn F. Mat- 
tison, state health secretary; Wil- 
liam Voigt, executive director of 
the State Fish Commission, and 
o:her state officials. 


Breth said he "hopes" public 


hearings in the matter would be 
held shortly. 


Sees Rainfall Problems 


In citing the need for conserva- 


tion, Breth said any increase in 
industry in central Pennsylvania 
"will eat heavily into the water 
supply" 
because of a rainfall 


problem. 


He pointed out that the Alle- 


gheny River is the only major 
waterway in the northwest section 
of the state. 


Breth estimated that Pennsylva- 


nia will double its present water 
consumption in 25 years. Pennsyl- 
vania uses about a half billion gal- 
Jons of water daily. 


The committee is acting as a 


task force of the Joint State Gov- 
ernment Commission and will re- 
port its findings and recommenda- 
tions to the 1957 General Assem- 
bly. 


The committee plans to meet in 


Allentown on Sept. 12 to review 
water problems in the Saucon Val- 
ley of Lehigh County, in that area 
some 
500 rural residents 
and 


farmers contend their wells are 
going dry because of the tremen- 
flous use of water by a mining 
company.

WASHINGTON P — Keep your 
eye on your candidates for Con­

The big spotlight In this year's 
election shines on the presidents 
and vice presidential candidates 
and what they promise 
They‘ii 
get headlines every day. 
But no matter what they prom­ 
ise the pay-off will come in Con­ 


gress. 
You may be an Eisenhower fan 
or a Stevenson booster. Both are 
men of goodwill, and presumably 


mean what they say. 
Nevertheless, in almost every­ 


thing they say there is a huge 


if. 
If President Eisenhower, or Ad* 
la: Stevenson, becomes pres.dent 
and gets a Congress where a ma­ 
jority of the representatives and 
senators goes along with his ideas. 
then you can expect hts ideas to 
be carried out. 
Otherwise, 
his 
programs 
get 
killed, changed, or wrecked. 
Furnishes Leadership 
In a general way—but only in a 
very broad and general way—the 
president will provide the leader- 
ahip in foreign affairs and national 
defense. 
Unless Congress goes along with 
him, he’ll be Lke a man talking 
to himself. 
For example: If the president 
wants to continue the foreign aid 
program, Congress will have to 
vote the money to make it pos­ 
sible. 
If the president tell* Congress 
about the atomic development he 
has in mind, or the new ships, or 
planes or guns he wants, Con­ 
gress. 
which 
hold* 
the 
purse 
strings, 
decides 
how 
much 
he 
gets. 
The president can recommend a 
tax cut till he’s blue in the face, J 
but only Congress can cut taxes. 
The president may recommend 
that federal money be spent to 
help get schools built. 
No such 
money will be spent unless con­ 
gress votes it. 
Look To Congressional 
Yet. while you can ait at home 
and see Eisenhower, Stevenson, : 
Vice President Nixon and Estes 
Kefauver on your TV screen, tell­ 
ing you what they’ll do. you may 
ha\re to hunt around the county or 
district to hear the congressional 
candidates. 
And when you do hear them— 
lf you want to vote for tile man 
who w ill reflect your own views | 
when he gets to Washington—be 
sure he talks on the issue and. if 
he doesn't, try to pin him down 
by asking him. 
If he * a member of Congress 
seeking re-election to House or 
Senate, the best guide to what he 
really thinks is not just what he 
says now but how he voted on the 
issues last year and the year be­ 
fore and the year before that.

gave no further details. It prom- 
ised a new announcement today. 


Two British subjects already 


were being held for prosecution 
as spies. Four Egyptians have 
been named as their accomplices. 


Set Stage For Trial 


Egypt appeared to be setting 


the stage for a sensational inter- 
national spy trial. The case over- 
shadowed even the Suez 'Canal 
crisis — that already had strained 
British-Egyptian relations nearly 
to the breaking point — in the eyes 
of Cairo residents. 


Egypt accused diplomats J. B. 


Flux and J. O. Oove, both em- 
bassy first secretaries, of being 
contact men for the- spy ring it 
charges was headed by James 
Swinburn. business manager of the 
British-owned Arab News Agency. 
The Egyptian Foreign Ministry 
informed the British 
Embassy 


that Flux and Oove were persona 
non grata and must leave Egypt. 


The British Embassy's Oriental 


counselor, Trevor Evans, replied 
that the embassy had no knowl- 
edge of any espionage activities 
and that the embassy was in no 
way involved. Evans lodged a 
strong protest 


The British Foreign Office also 


denied the accusations, saying, 
"it 
is inconceivable 
that two 


members of the British Embassy 
could have been engaged on a 
matter of this kind."

Some Seasonal Hikes 


Some of the higher prices are 


mainly seasonal and in time are 
expected to be reversed. The Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics blames 
much of the sharp rise in living 
costs on unusually high prices for 
some fresh fruits and vegetables 
because of crop troubles. Later 
harvests are expected to ease up 
this pressure on the family budget. 


But some of the price hikes, 


especially those at the manufac- 
turing level, are blamed on more 
fundamental things. Higher oper- 
ating costs and shrinking profit 
margins are given as the reason. 


In time this pressure will work
